A BRIDGE. 

The question of a traffic bridge across the 
Saskatchewan river at Edmonton has been 
before the public of this place and the Otta- 
wa government for some years, Although 
there has been a necessity for such a bridge 
ever since the C. P. R. was completed to Cal- 
gary, and all the supplies for the Edmonton 
district and for the Mackenzie basin had to 
cross the Saskatchewan at Edmonton, the 
necessity was not felt to be so pressing until 
the completion of the ©. & E. railway. In 
the days of reighting with wagons andcas 
the delay and expense of crossing on the fer- 
ry, although as great was not felt as keenly 
owing tothe more leisurely and expensive 
methods of managing business in those days 
But with the railway comes a new order of 
things. Hours count in business now as days 
did not before, and cents are calculated as 
closely as dollars used to be. Thedelay and 
expense of ferrying are felt to bea yery seri- 
ous tax onthe community and a hindrance 
in many ways direct and indirect to the pro- 
grees of the district. Besides, the volume of 
business has increased and the aggregate 
burden is correspondingly increased. The 
circuinstances of the past two weeks have 
brought out more vividly than ever the great 
necossity of a bridge, On Sunday, November 
Ist, the river became impassible for the ferry 
scows owing to floating ice, and from that 
time until this date, nearly two weeks, the 
crossing has been always difficult, nearly al- 
ways dangerous, and frequently altogether 
impossible, The loss from delay in freight 
has been serious, and the loss and iuconveni- 
ences to passengers more than serious, The 
eighty or One hundred pacsengers, of the past 
two weeks, could, no doubt, make strong ar- 
guments in favor of a bridge based on their 
experience in sleeping on shake downs or in 
the cars, or waiting for hours in the cold on 
the river banks or a chance to risk their lives 
ina small boat amongst the floating ice, or 
take a ride in the cage suspended from the 
ferry cable—a most risky looking and incon- 
venient mode of conveyance, The case is a 
little worse this fall than usual, but is always 
bad, and liable to be quite as bad or worse 
any spring or fall, So far theer have been no 
accidents, but when the risk is considered it 
is plain that there are bound to be some acei 
dents, sooner or later, if traffic must be car 
tied on through the ice when it 


is forming 
or breaking up,

EXPORT RATES. 

Norris & Carcy arecontinually in receipt of 
enquiries regarding prices fo: shipment of 
Edmonton grain, Last mail brought the 
following batch, From Hall, Ross & Co., of 
the Victoria, B. C., flour and rice mills en- 
quiring for sample and price of wheat on the 
cars at Edmonton. From Douglas & Parlow, 
Calgary, asking for quotations for ten or 
twelve carloads of oats. From Marson & 
Brosseau, Montreal, asking prices of white, 
mixed or black oats, feed barley, frozen 
wheat or good wheat and how many car 
loads could be supplied. From Nanaimo, 
B.C., asking for oats At previous dates en 
quirfes for oats and potatoes have been re- 
ceived from Poplar Grove, Lone Pine, Scar- 
lett’s, Calgary, Canmore, Banff and Doi ald, 
When it is considered that Kdmonton has 
this year a good surplus of the products ask- 
ed for and thatitis the nearest producing 
point to the western localities from which 
enquiries have been received, it would natur- 
ally be supposed that a brisk trade was being 
done between Edmonton and those points. 
It is not so, however. Two freight trains 
a week came into Edmonton loadel 
and the cars go back empty. The reason is 
that the rates on farm produce for exports 
which the railway finds it necessary to give 
to other local‘ties in like circumstances, in 
order that trade may be carried on are not 
given here and therefore it cannot be carried 
on. True, avery rersonable export rate is 
given—-considering the distance—to Port 
Arthur, namely 30 cents per hundred pounds, 
or to Montreal, per lake and rail, 48¢ per 
hundred pounds. But the trouble is that as 
Edmonton is the furthestshipping point from 
those markets and our produce naturally has 
to pay more freight in reaching them than 
that of regions not so far west, we naturally 
look elseware forafmarket and find it accord- 
ing to all reasonable business principles in 
British Columbia, which wants everything 
we have to export and to whose markets we 
are many hundreds of miles nearer than any 
other exporting point in the Northwest. If 
we had a rate on freight to Victoria and in- 
termediate points which bore any resem- 
blance to the Port Arthur and Montreal rates, 
Edmonton prices for produce would be _ bet- 
ter than those of any other part of the North- 
west, and business would be brisk, but when 
we are charged? imports rates for expo.t 
ing produce business cannot be done. For 
instance a car load of wheat will be taken to 
Fort William, on lake Superior, for 80c per 
hundred, the same price is charged if the 
grain is only shipped to Calgary, and the 
dealera have to load and unload in the latter 
case. In other words, the railway will haul 
a car from Calgary to Fort William, 1,250 
miles, for nothing and unload it at the far 
end besides The rate to Canmore from Ed- 
monton is 45c , to Donald 55c eer hundred 
and to Victoria 60e per hundred, Nearly twice 
as much is charged to haul produce 004 miles 
to Donald, as is charged to haul 1,450 miles 
to Fort William. No doubt there is room 
for wreat differences in rates, but in this case 
the difference seems to be rather too marked, 
especially to us, when itis considered that 
we want to trade with Donald and not with 
Fors William, We do not complain of the 
disadvantage under which we labor through 
living so far from the eastern miordéets. We 
think that the superiority o this region count- 
erbalances that disadvantage, but we want 
and demand the advantage in reaching the 
western markets to which our western situa 
tion properly entitles us,

The coutract calls for a 600 light dynanio, a 
50 horse-power boiler and a 50 horse-power 
Leonard-Ball high speed engine wade in Lon- 
don, Ont. The circuit will embrace ae 
six miles of primary wire, that is the wire 
strung on poles only, and the prossure hs 
wire will be 1,000 volts. Only 52 volts pres- 
sure is allowed to enter the house of the con- 
sumer, and this reduction is accomplished by 
the aid of what is known asa ‘‘transformer 
laced on the pole outside the premises. 

The 
lamps are of 16, 32, 65, or larger, candle be
